Henniger’s Flat is the dis¬ 
tinct mountain terr ace 
northwest of Hast i n g s 
Ranch where the pines grow 
thick and green. And al¬ 
though it bears his name 
few records were kept of the ™ 
little mountain man who j 
came to our hills for life f 
and settled there with a 
squatters’ claim in' 1881. 

Capt. William H. Hen- 
niger came to San Gabriel 
in the 80’s seeking a cure 
for his failing health. He 
was the first sheriff of 
Santa Clara County and ob¬ 
tained his title of captain in 
some expeditions of white 
settlers against the Indians. 

Henniger loved to roam 
the quiet hills. In those 
days the air smelled sweet 
of sunshine and sage and 
the quail and deer knew the 
grassy glades. While climb¬ 
ing the west slope of ML 
Harvard he glimpsed the 
fertile flat that was to be 
his mountain home. 

He constructed th e crud¬ 
est sort of a footpath over 
which he and his mule 
could pass, put ,up a crude 
shelter and with each rising 
sun started to clear the land

with a patience and accep¬ 
tance that comes only to 
those who dwell In the 
mountains. 

During the dry season of 
1882-83 Henniger’s water 
supply failed and he was 
forced to leave the moun¬ 
tains for a few months. But 
the rains of 1884 made his 
water supply good again 
and he returned to build a 
house, storage cistern, de¬ 
velop water and to cultivate 
and plant the land with 
grain, melons, vegetable 
and fruit trees. He estab¬ 
lished a .permanent resi¬ 
dence there. 

Although Henniger was 
afflicted with palsy and his 
arms and hands shook so 
continuously that he had to 
drink from a heavy iron 
cup, he was a remarkable 
shot and could pick off the 
head of a blue jay swinging 
on a corn stalk in the field. 
One .night he heard a com¬ 
motion among his hurros 
and discovered a mountain 
lion sneaking in and drilled 
his skull with a bullet, at 
100 yards. 

The year 1886 had bright 
moments for Capt. Henniger. 
He thought he would have 
company at least. E. L. 
Malberry, well known land 
developer of Pasad e n a 
thought he would build a 
home on the flats for his 
invalid wife. He made a 
bridle trail to the flat, which 
he intended to widen into a 
wagon road should h e 
huild there. However, the 
complete isolation of the 
place and the difficulty of 
access was too much for 
Mayberry and he dropped 
the project after making the 
bridle trail and riding over 
it a few times. And Hen¬ 
niger continued his hermit 
life with only an occasional 
mountain climbing visitor 
to break the monotony. 

The Mt. Wilson Toll Road 
was constructed in 1890-91. 
This road extended about a 
mile along the east edge of 
Henniger’s Flat, and war

kept a watering place for 
man and beast making the 
ascent. Henniger’s health 
was steadily going down. 
During the last few years 
■of his life, Pete Stiel, a 
kindly mountain man who 
had opened a resort near 
the top of Mt. Wilson, fur¬ 
nished the old man with 
groceries and supplies. 

Henniger clung onto all 
that was his. He refused to 
leave the mountain and 
died on his little flat March 
4, 1894. It was Pete Stiel 
who brought his body down 
and attended to his burial 
in a little church yard in 
San Gabriel. 

For a time various parties 
lived on the flat. In 1913 
some Japanese occupied it 
with several hundred chick¬ 
ens, and later it was sup¬ 
posedly used for a fox farm. 
It developed, though that 
the flat’s primary use was 
for the manufacture of il¬ 
legal liquor (happy foxes). 


Qn July 3, 1895. H. C. Al¬ 
len bought the Henniger 
property, 120 acres, at an 
administrator’s sale for 
$2,600 and it became a part 
of the Mt. Wilson Toll Road 
Company’s holdings. Later 
it was sold to Los Angeles 
County for the forest nursery 
which was started in 1917 
by T. P. Lukens and is re¬ 
sponsible for the forest of 
pines which we can see 
from our town today.
